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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 


This  is  the  time  of  the  year  when  Jews 
demonstrate  their  religious  affiliation  by 
attending  synagogue  en  masse.  Some 
look  forward  to  it,  some  do  it  grudging¬ 
ly,  and  some  do  it  with  neither  a  posi¬ 
tive  nor  negative  attitude-it  is  simply  a 
part  of  their  yearly  regimen.  Without 
admitting  it,  1  believe  we  all  secretly 
harbor  the  hope  that  something  in  the 
service  will  inspire  us,  will  affect  us 
deeply  and  profoundly,  and  will  result  in 
our  living  a  more  fulfilling  life.  That 
would  be  absolutely  wonderful,  but  if  it 
happens,  it  will  only  happen  for  a  very 
few.  Inspiration  of  any  sort  is  very  hard 
to  come  by. 

And  so,  after  Yom  Kippur  most  of  us 
will  return  to  our  routines,  lapsing  into 
the  same  behavioral  patterns  that  we 
have  exhibited  throughout  our  lives.  A 
very  few  may  change  incrementally  for 
the  better,  but  only  time  will  tell  if  this 
change  is  short-term  or  will  endure.  In 
terms  of  our  religious  behavior,  the  next 
holiday  on  our  horizon  is  Hanukkah, 
then  perhaps  Purim,  and  of  course, 
Pesach. 

Change  does  not  come  easy  to  any  of 
us,  but  there  is  an  opportunity  for 
change — a  tangible  change — right 
around  the  corner,  and  all  of  us  can 
accomplish  it  without  too  much  difficul¬ 
ty  this  year. 

Five  days  after  Yom  Kippur  we  cele¬ 
brate  Sukkot.  This  year  Sukkot  falls  on  a 
weekend  (October  11th  &  12th),  so  you 
won’t  even  have  to  miss  a  day  of  work 
or  school  to  celebrate  it. 

What  will  you  find  if  you  come  to 
the  Sukkot  service?  Known  in  rabbinic 
terminology  as  Chag,  the  holiday  par 
excellence,  the  contrast  between  the  for¬ 
mality  of  the  High  Holy  Days  services 
and  the  relaxed  sense  of  joy  that  accom¬ 
panies  Sukkot  is  palpable. 

•  The  shul  is  decorated  in  fall  harvest 
regalia,  as  is  the  Sukkah.  (Don’t  forget 
to  stay  for  the  Kiddush  after  the 
service!) 


•  There  is  a  simple,  moving  beauty  to 
the  ritual  of  waving  the  Lulau  and 
Etrog,  and  marching  with  them  in  pro¬ 
cession  around  the  shul.  (Just  as  we 
don’t  use  the  shofar  when  Rosh 
HaShannah  and  Shabbat  coincide,  the 
same  holds  true  for  use  of  the  Lulav 
on  Shabbat.) 

•  The  rich  blue-green  curtain  that 
covers  the  Ark  on  Sukkot  (and  on 
Pesach  and  Shavuot,  too)  defies 
description,  with  the  warmth  of  its 
unique  color  contrasting  with  its 
golden  embroidery. 

•  Different  melodies  await  you.  Some  of 
the  tunes  may  be  unfamiliar  to  you  at 
first,  because  each  of  the  holidays  has 
its  own  nusah  (liturgical  motif)  that 
will  grow  on  you. 

What  will  you  take  with  you  from 

the  service?  In  general,  I  would  say  that 
those  who  have  made  attendance  at 
Sukkot  services  a  part  of  their  religious 
routine  come  away  with  an  abiding 
sense  of  community.  Having  spent  so 


much  intense  time  in  synagogue  less 
than  a  week  before,  they  find  that 
Sukkot  serves  as  a  wonderful  counter¬ 
point  to  the  High  Holy  Days. 

Some  years  ago,  a  congregant  who 
had  just  attended  a  Sukkot  service 
(because  she  was  invited  to  the  Bar 
Mitzvah)  told  me  that  she  had  forgotten 
how  beautiful  the  service  was. 
Thereafter,  she  and  her  family  made 
Sukkot  a  part  of  their  religious  routine, 
purchasing  a  Lulav  and  Etrog  set  to 
further  enhance  their  participation. 

If  Rosh  HaShanah  and  Yom  Kippur  are 
holidays  for  the  mind,  a  time  of  intense 
introspection,  then  Sukkot  is  a  holiday 
for  our  senses,  a  time  to  experience  the 
sense  of  celebratory  joy  within  a  com¬ 
munal  context. 

Please  consider  this  a  personal  invita¬ 
tion  from  all  the  clergy,  staff  and  the 
leadership  of  the  congregation  to  come 
to  shul  on  Sukkot.

Our  goals  are  only  attainable  if  we 
all  support  the  synagogue  both 
financially  and  by  our  presence.  As 
we  reflect  on  the  coming  year 
during  Yom  Kippur  services,  I  hope 
we  will  all  decide  to  give  a  little 
more  and  be  here  a  little  more 
often.  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  a 
terrific  community,  and  it  is  all  of 
you,  its  devoted  members,  who 
make  it  so.  Have  an  easy  fast.

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All  About  Sukkot  and 
Simhat  Torah 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its 
name  from  the  sukkah,  the  tempo¬ 
rary  dwelling  or  booth  built  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  holiday.  Says  the  Book 
of  Leviticus:  "1  did  cause  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  booths 
when  I  brought  them  out  of  the 
Land  of  Egypt.”  The  sukkah  is,  there¬ 
fore,  a  reminder  to  all  generations  of 
God’s  redemption  of  the  Jewish 
people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanks¬ 
giving  for  the  final  ingathering  of  the 


harvest  in  the  Land  of  Israel.  Some 
of  its  symbols  clearly  recall  the 
Land  and  its  produce:  The  four 
minim ,  or  species,  consist  of  an 
etrog,  a  lulau,  myrtles  and  willows. 
The  lulau  is  a  branch  of  the  palm 
tree  and  is  bound  together  with 
three  short  branches  of  myrtle 
leaves  ( hadasim )  and  two  branches 
of  the  willow  tree  ( arauot ).  The  etrog 
looks  like  a  large  lemon,  but  it 
smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter.  It 
has  a  pitom,  a  small  protuberance, 
at  its  end.  The  rabbis  teach  that 
binding  these  different  species 
together  serves  as  an  example  to  us 
of  how  all  Jews,  different  though  we 


may  be  from  one  another,  must  be 
bound  together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim 
at  two  points  in  the  morning 
service,  during  Hallel,  right  after 
morning  Amidah,  and  during 
Hoshanot,  each  day  of  the  holiday, 
except  on  Shabbat,  when  we  march 
around  the  synagogue  with  them  in 
a  magnificent  procession. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on 
the  15th  day  of  Tishri,  and  the  first 
two  days  are  observed  as  major  fes¬ 
tival  days.  The  next  five  days  are 
Hoi  Hamoed,  the  Intermediate  Days 
of  the  festival.  These  days  are  half¬ 
holidays;  while  most  labor  is  per¬ 
mitted,  except,  of  course,  on  the 
Sabbath,  we  continue  to  eat  meals 
in  the  sukkah  and  to  make  the  bless¬ 
ings  over  the  four  minim,  waving 
them  during  the  recitation  of  the 
Hallel  and  when  marching  with 
them  during  the  hymns  (Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our 
Ritter  Sukkah,  named  in  memory  of 
Gerald  and  May  Ellen  Ritter,  is  con¬ 
structed  on  the  roof  and  decorated 
by  the  Congregational  Parents’ 
Association.  A  kiddush  takes  place 
in  the  Ritter  Sukkah  following  every 
service  during  Sukkot,  and  dinner  is 
served  there  almost  every  night  of 
Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is 
treated  as  a  separate  holiday  in  and 
of  itself  and  is  called  Shemini 
Atzeret,  the  "Eighth  Day  of 
Assembly."  We  no  longer  eat  in  the 
sukkah,  and  in  Israel  prayers  for 
rain  are  recited  during  the  service. 
The  Yizkor  Memorial  Prayers  are 
also  recited  on  Shemini  Atzeret. 

Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the 
joyous  festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the 
"Rejoicing  of  Torah."  It  is  during  the 
morning  service  on  Simhat  Torah 
that  the  last  verse  and  the  first 
verse  of  the  Torah  are  read,  a  bold 
demonstration  of  our  belief  that  the 
study  of  Torah  is  never-ending.  We 
march  joyfully  in  hakafot  (proces¬ 
sions),  in  which  we  carry  the  Scrolls 
of  the  Law.

During  Simhat  Torah ,  it  is  custom¬ 
ary  for  congregations  to  honor  two 
members  who  have  contributed  in 
important  ways  to  the  life  of  their 
synagogue  and/or  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity  in  which  they  live.

Hanan  A.  Alexander,  head  of  the 
Center  for  Jewish  Education  at  the 
University  of  Haifa,  wrote  in  an 
opinion  piece  that  appeared  in  a 
recent  issue  of  The  Jerusalem  Report 
that  "family  education  assumes  that 
identity  formation  is  an  interactive, 
intergenerational  process  involving 
parents,  children,  siblings  and  com¬ 
munities."  Its  key  insight  is  that  in 
order  to  affect  the  individual  child, 
we  need  to  impact  his  or  her  entire 
environment.
